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College Housing Bill The Senate Committee on Banking and Currency has 
Wins Narrow Victory, reported out a housing bill (S. 3399) which in- 
Goes to Senate Floor cludes $400 million for College Housing Loans and 

retains the present Fulbright interest rate formula. 
This legislation is now on the Senate calendar, but no date has been set for debate. 
(See this Bulletin, Vol. VII, Nos. 10, 17 and 18.) 

The proposed legislation also includes authority for $250 million in loans for 
ey for general educational purposes, as originally provided in the Clark Bill 
(S. 3713). 

The $400 million for College Housing is divided as follows: 

(a) $300 million for dormitories 
(bo) $50 million for related facilities (dining and health) 
(c) $50 million for student nurse-intern housing 

The proposal for College Housing Loans to student cooperatives, as provided in 
S. 3855, and approved by the Senate Subcommittee on Housing, has been omitted from 
the bill that goes to the Senate. 

The Council has been informed by members of the Senate that the vote in committee 
was very close, and that the final outcome of the legislation may well be decided by 
the extent to which representatives of the institutions in the various states make 
known to individual senators their building needs and their intention to apply for 
Federal loans under the programs as approved by the Senate Committee. 


$10 Million Added To Following the recommendations of its Committee 

IES Funds by Senate on Appropriations, the Senate approved last week 
an appropriation of $30.8 million for the Depart- 

ment of State's International Educational Exchange activities for fiscal year 1959. 

In an unprecedented action, the Senate increased by $10 million the amount 
which was requested by the Department of State and approved by the House of Repre- 
senatives for these activities. The amount approved by the Senate is also $10 
million more than the $20.8 million which was appropriated for fiscal year 198. 

In reporting on its recommendation for the increase of $10 million, the 
Senate Committee on Appropriations made the following statement on the importance of 
the program: 

Our international educational exchange activities represent 

one of this Government's most effective foreign policy programs. 
It has now been extended to every part of the world, and as it 
is expanded in size, its benefits increase demonstrably. The 
students, educators, political leaders and others who have come 
to our country under this program return to their own lands 
with a vastly increased and more realistic knowledge and 
understanding of the United States and the American people. 

A recommendation for $30.8 million for Educational Exchange was made to the Senate 
Subcommittee which handled this legislation by President William E. Stevenson of Oberlin 
College representing the Council's Commission on Education and International Affairs 
and the Association of American Colleges. The central theme of his testimony is con- 
tained in the following sentences: 
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The present world situation demands bold and vigorous action by 
the United States. On the one hand, it requires unprecedented 
expenditures for military preparedness to deter aggression and 
to maintain leadership in the conquest of outer space; on the 
other, it entails the necessity of our strengthening and main- 
taining the confidence and respect of all the peoples of the 
world through mutual understanding.

Committee Disapproves 
15% Limit on Research accepting the report of its Subcommittee on 
Appropriations for Labor and Health, Education, 
and Welfare, has recommended to the Senate the removal of the rider placing a 
limitation on indirect costs for research contracts with colleges and universities, 
President Carroll V. Newsom, of New York University, testified before Senator Hill's 
subcommittee on May 13 as to the adverse effects of the 15% current limitation on 
payments to the colleges for overhead costs of this research. (See this Bulletin, 
Vol. VII, Nos. 9, 11, 16.) 

The 15% ceiling, first proposed in a House rider to the appropriations bill 
in 1957, was not included in the bill voted by the Senate, but in conference come 
mittee the House position prevailed. This year the House again has included the 
ceiling in Section 207 of its appropriations bill, H.R. 11645. 

If the Senate approves the recommendation of its Committee on Appropriations, 
as is expected, the issue will again go before a conference committee of the 
Senate and House.

It is 
being addressed to privately supported four-year colleges and universities. The 


originating agency is Teachers Insurance and Annuity Association, 522 Fifth Avenue, 
New York, New York. 


QR 910 - A 3-page questionnaire to superintendents of schools in cities with popula- 
tion of 200,000 and over, entitled: "Length and Organization of the Academic Senior 
High School Day."
